UNITED STATES DECLINES TO GO TO 
THE AID OF NIOABAGUA. 


All Attempts to Induce the President and 
Secretary Gresham to Use Their Offices 
in Preventing Great Britain Occupying 
Corinto Prove Futile—British Troops 
to Land at Daybreak Today—Precedents 
for the Passive Attitude of the United 
States in the Matter. 

Washington, D. C., April 25.—Nicaragua’s 
last hope of assistance from the United States 
in her controversy with Great Britain to pre- 
vent the seizure of Corinto vanished this after- 
noon. Dr. Guzman, the Nicaraguan Minister, 
who had been waiting with intense anxiety to 
see Secretary Gresham, was finally successful 


at 3 o’clock, when the Secretary came into

Position of the United States. 

The position taken by the President in this 
matter is that the dispute is one entirely be- 
tween Great Britain and Nicaragua, in which 
the United States has no right to interfere, 
unless there should be committed acts injuri- 
ous to American interests in Nicaragua or 
there should be shown a disposition by Great 
Britain to acquire Nicaraguan territory. On 
each of these pointsa favorable assurance has 
been had from Great Britain, and it is said 
all that can now be done is to watch the 
course of events. 

This decision was not hastily reached, for 
the entire subject of the relations of the 
United States to the countries of Central and 
South America was considered and discussed 
carefully by the President with his Cabinet, 
and there has been made a close scrutiny of 
the precedents that might suffice for guid. 
ance. These have been found in at least three 
cases. The firat was fully set out in the mes- 
sage of President Buchanan to Congrass in 
1859, in that portion relating to Paraguay. 

For several years preceding this nessage 


neither of the two soversigns by whom the con- 
vention has been concluded shall seek or obtain 
any acquisition of territory or any advantage 
peculiar to itself and not equally left open to the 
United States and every other civilized state 
within the territories of Mexico, and especially 
that neither one nor all of the contracting par- 
ties shall, as a result or consequence of the hos- 
tilities to be inaugurated under the convention, 
exercise in the subsequent affairs of Mexico in- 
fluence calculated to impair the right of the 
Mexican people to » and freely to.consti> 
tute the form of its own government. ~ 

It appears these stiphiations were acknowl- 
edged by the contracting purties to the satis- 
faction of President Lincoln, although it was 
found necessary after the close of our own 
war to take steps to expel Maximilian from 
Mexico, 4 

Bombardment of Valparaiso. 

The third precedent was found in the case 
of the war between Spain and Chile in 1866, 
when, upon being appealed to in behalf of 
Chile, jn the name of the Monroe doctrine, to 
prevent the bombardment of Valparaiso, Sec- 
retary Seward wrote to United States Minister 
Kilpatrick at Santiago as follows: 

The Government of the United States will 
“maintain and insist, with the decision and en- 
ergy which are compatible with our existing 
neutrality, that the republic which is accepted 
by any one of those (South American) States 
shall not be wantonly assailed and that it shall 
not be subverted as an end of a lawful war by 
European powers,” but beyond this point the 
United States Government will not go nor will it 
consider itself hereby bound to take part in 
wars in which a South American republic may 
enter with a European sovereign, when the ob- 
ject of the latter is not the establishment in the 
place of the subverted republic of a monarchy 
under a European Prince. 

Upon these precedents rests the decision of

Passes Farmers’ Institute Bill. 


Senator Hendrick V. Fisher is elated to- 
night over his success in getting through the 
Senate a bill, which, although apparently 
unimportant and involving but a slight ex- 
penditure of money, is a source of comfort 
to the farmers of Illinois.

MUST BE FOR SILVER.

Hopkins and His Workers Will See That 


the Primaries Are Properly Manipu- . 


lated So as to Insure a Free Silver Con- 
vention=Honest Money League to Form 
Auxiliary Leagues=The Hopkins-For- 
rest Bet Not Yet Decided=New Demo- 
cratic Organ to Be Called the Democrat. 


Secretary Burke says the Democratic 
County Central committee is almost a unit 
for the free coinage of silver at, a ratio of 
16 to 1, and that the delegation from Chi- 
cago to the Altgeld-Hinrichsen-Hopkins 
convention at Springfield will be nearly 
solid. His guess yesterday was that out of 
the 340 to be sent 325 of them will be pro- 
nounced silverites. There is little doubt 
the primaries next Friday will be manipu- 
lated so as to insure a machine convention 
Saturday, and there is little doubt also the 
machine proposes sending as nearly a solid 
silver delegation to the Springfield conven- 
tion as possible. It is in this movement 
that Mr. Hopkins will do everything he can 
to make his power as the boss of Cook Coun- 
ty Democracy felt. The Executive commit- 
tee will meet this afternoon to hear reports 
from the Various ward committeemen as to 
the number of polling places they propose 
to have for the primaries and who the 
judges and clerks selected are. Also to ar- 
range such other preliminaries as, seem 
necessary for the county convention. 

Maj. Tolman wants it distinctly under- 
stood he is not a soft money man. He said 
yesterday: 

“I am. so radical in my views for hard 
money that I am opposed to any and every 
kind of fiat money; also the coinage of silver 
at any ratio that is likely to make it, toany 
extent whatever, a fiat'money. I believe in 
the free coinage of gold and ‘silver on an 
equal basis, and am opposed to a single gold 
standard because it would be certain to 
fluctuate upwards to such an extent as not 
to be an honest basis for money.”’ 

Efforts of the Honest Money League will 
be directed at once to the formation of aux- 
iliary leagues in every county throughout 
lllinois. It is the boast of such free silver 
advocates as Hinrichsen and Hopkins that 
nine-tenths of the Democrats are with them 
in their movement, but this is denied at 
league headquarters, where letters are be- 
ing received every day and where visitors 
vall to urge the good work along. Dr. C. A. 
Palmer, Treasurer of the Democratic Cen- 
tral committee of Bureau County, where, if 
any place, the free silver craze might be sup- 
posed to be strong, dropped in yesterday to 
ret some information about forming an aux- 
iliary league that will. take in Princeton, 
Spring Valley, and other towns. He said the 
question had a few advocates in that section, 
but they are not strong. 

“It is doubtful whether Bureau County will 
send a delegation to the State convention at 
Springfield,’’ hesaid. ‘‘Our committee meets 
Saturday to.decide what shall be done. A 
large majority of the committee is for honest 
money and does not believe it good policy to 
have a State convention for the purpose of 
taking a stand on the money problem now. 
We will form a strong league in that 
county.’”’ 

The Committee on Address expects to re- 
port next Monday. The membership of the 
league was increased yesterday by some- 
thing over 500 new names.

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According to established custom the final 
program of the Apollo club series, under 
Mr. Tomlins’ direction, was composed main- 
ly of part songs. In the instance of last 
evening the Miinnerchor sustained the club 
work in the first half of ‘the program, six 
numbers being undertaken. Possibly the 
most satisfactory of these in performance 
was Rubinstein’s ‘‘Calm Sea,’’ in which 
the spirit of the composition was admirably 
sustained. In the excerpt from Goypnod’s 
‘* Nazareth,”’egiven upon a previous occa- 
sion, the soloist was Charles W. Clark, a 
singer possessed of a voice which, though 
not of any great power, is unusually sweet 
and in quality syspathetic. The reception 
of the number obliged a repetition of the 
final portion. An interesting and effective 
composition and one refiecting the ®enti- 
ment of the words was Robert. Goldbeck’s 
‘Three Fishers.’’ In this selection, as in 
some among the others, there was a lack of 
balance, owing mainly to quite undue .prom- 
inence to the tenors, and of_tendency to 
drag there was also quite sufficient evi- 
dence. In the matter of attack and pre- 
cision there was a gain over that evidenced 
in the Mannerchor work last spring. 

The women’s chorus heard in two numbers 
by Woyrsch, “In a Year” and “ Love's 
Influence,” cannot be acknowledged as fort- 
unate in the results obtained. This becomes 
the more notable when there is considered 
the precision and firmness of which the 
women’s voices in the club are capable. 
Mendelssohn, Leslie, Lassus, and Hecht 
were the composers represented for full 
chorus. For the third time during the pres- 
ent season M. Ysaye appeared here in con- 
cert, giving last night.as chief number the 
Vieuxtemps D minor concerto, No. 4. The 
sandwiching of an adagio religioso between 
a cadenza and a scherzo may seem a slight 
incongruity, but the temperament of the 
composition was one in which M. Ysaye ap- 
peared in eminent accord. 

The lack of tone volume and the substi- 
tution of pianoforte for orchestra, of such 
valuable aid in sustaining M. Ysaye in pre- 
vious performances, was in a measure lost 
sight of through the character of the con- 
certo. The Scherzo in particular was given 
with great lightness and grace, and the 
finale was distinguished by fine spirit. M. 
Ysaye was called out seven times, the eighth, 
when he appeared with his violin to finally 
respond to the encore, he was greeted with 
increased applause. In the two succeeding 
transcriptions M. Ysaye was heard to ad- 
vantage, and with delightful finish of phras- 
ing. M. Lauchaume substituted the Chopin 
B minor Scherzo for the somewhat vaguely 
announced ‘“ Polonaise,’’ by the same com- 
poser, playing with fluency, though not with 
any particular individuality. Although the 
audience did not equal in size that attend- 
ant upon some other concerts of the series 
it was of fair proportions and genial in atti-

FRANK HITCHCOCK DIES AT PEORIA. 


The Ex-United States Marshal Passes Away 
After Two Weeks’ Illness. 

Prorta, IH., April "25.—[Special. }—Frank 
Hitcheock, who was United States Marshal 
under President Harrison for the Northern 
District of Illinois, died at his home in this 
city this afternoon in his 58th year. He had 
been sick for nearly two weeks and his life 
was despaired of yesterday. A rally today 
was quickly followed by dissolution. 


_ Hitchcock was born in Ohio and moved to 
Illinois with his parents when 15 years of age. 
He located on a farm in 
Tivoli Township, where 
he feceived a fair educa- 
tion. He enlisted in the 
war in 1862, and served 
with the Righty-sixth 
Regiment, Illinois Vo 
unteers. He was woun 
ed at Kenesaw Mount- 
ain. After the war he 
resumed farming, 
in 1868 was elected 
Sheriff, be reélected 
six times. en he en- 
mm eaged in mercantile pur- 
suits, in which he was 
unsuccessful, In 1882 
he was elected Mayor, 
serving for two years.

“THE AWFUL CRIME OF 1873.” 

The chief burden of a crank’s ‘financial 
school”’ is what the author calls “the crime 
of 1873.”’ and which on page 112 he falsely 
alleges has confiscated billionajpf dollars’ 
worth of property, made tens of thousands of 
paupers, tens of thousands of tramps, and 
thousands of suicides. This ‘‘crime”’ is said 
to have been *‘ the deémonetization of silver ”’ ; 
and the free silverites have taken up the cry, 
ringing the changes on the wild allegation in 
every possible form, But neither the author 
of that fake pamphlet nor any of those @#ho 
take it as their text book ever have made a 
clear and satisfactory explanation of what 
they mean by the “‘crime,”’ or in what the 
‘*crime’”’ consisted, or how the ‘“‘crime”’ did 
harm. They have not told any way in which 
it was a damage to the American people. 
They give no rational reason for their de- 
nunciations. 

Tag Trisuns has told them scores of times 
that for nearly seventy years previous to 
1873, during which they allege free silver 
coinage was allowed by law and anybody 
could take his silver to the mint and have it 
coined for him into dollars, the public never 
exercised that privilege to any extent worth 
mentioning from 1793 up to 1805, when 
President Jefferson issued his order to cease 
coining the silver dollar, and norfe was coined 
thereafter till about 1840. So far as known 
no complaint was made because that Jeffer- 
sonian order was issued. It was not charged 
-to be a “crime,” and no new party was 
organized to punish Jefferson for doing by 
his individual act whut it required the Presi- 
dent and Congress to do legally in 1878. 

Tue Tripung has pointed out the fact that 
Jefferson’s order was recognized and enforced 
by all succeeding Presidents down to the sec- 
opd term of Jackson, and that then, among 
several amendments to the mint act, the rel- 
ative weights of the silver and gold dollars 
were slightly changed from 15 to 1 to 16 to 
1. Ithas been pointed out that up to 1873 
there were none of the “silver dollars of the 
daddies ’’ in circulation; and very few of the 
people had ever seen one except as a curiosity, 
only about eight millions having been coined 
from 1793 to 1873—eighty years. Tue 
T’r1puNE repeatedly has stated that at the 
time the ‘“crime’”’ of 1873 was perpe- 
trated and for some months afterwards there 
was a premium on silver over gold at 16 tol, 
so that no man would have bought silver bull- 
ion and takén it to the mint to have it coined 
for him to be put in circulation. 

This is a statement of the real reasons for 
the complaints made by the free silver mono- 
metallists in regard to the ‘‘crime of 1873.” 
Those men know that but for the act com- 
plained of we now would be ona free silver 
monometallic basis, as Mexico is today. 
When, soon after the *‘crime’”’ was commit- 
ted, Germany ceased to coin siiver thalers 
and began selling a lot of her surplus silver 
the value of silver bullion then began to de- 
preciate. By the end of 1874 the value of 
the silver in our American dollar had de- 
clined 44¢ cents; and in 1875 it sank nearly

|} or 6 centson the dollar in the operation, 


Then France and the other bimetallic mem- 
bers of the Latin Union stopped the coinage 
of five franc pieces, and soon the example was 
followed by the rest of Europe. The price of 
silver declined year by year tillin the early 
part of the present year, when the bullion 
value of dur dollar was only about 47 cents. 
It has recovered a littie in the last few weeks, 
but we have no guarantee that it will not fall 
even toa lower point than 47 cents on the 
dollar. é, 3 
The nature of the ‘‘crime” in the eyes of 
the free silver monometallists ig this: They 
reason that but for the ‘tcrime” act of 1873 
stopping the unexercised right free silver 
coinage would have begun in the United 


and dipped below the price level of the green- 
backs, which occurred in‘1876. Then all the 
silver that could have been secured in this 
country, or procured from Mexico and other 
lands, would huve poured into our mints to 
be coined ata profit tothe owners of the 
bullion. We should ‘have resumed specie 
payments at the beginning of 1879 with the 
dollar of account a silver one, then worth not 
more than 87 cents in gold; and from that 
time to this the dollar would have gradually 
sank down to lessthan 50 cents of buying 
power as measured in gold, while we would 
not have had a single gold coin in circulation 
for the last tweuty-two years. This country 
would have resumed specie payments on the 
silver basis alone, in spite of all the President 
or Congress could do, under free silver coin-

The free silverites look back at the situa- 
tion and say to themselves that were it not

hg a tat denouncing the act, be- 
cause they fancy it has deprived them during 
the last twenty-two years of’ the privileges of 
incurring pecuniary obligations which they 
could have paid off in depreciated money of 
much fess vaiue than was received. 

The notion of those would-be dishonest per- 
sons is a foolish one, which could not be en- 
tertained by any one who understands the 
methods and principles which obtain in the 
conduct of business. Nothing conduces more 
to the willingness of a man to sell property or 
lend money cheaply than the belief that the 
money he receives in return will be worth at 
least as much as that which he releases pos- 
session of. Nothing conduces more to un- 
willingness to sell or to lend thana fear that 
the money received in return will have depre- 
ciated in value. \ 

We resumed specie payment in 1879 in 
gold, and since then have taken-on some 600 
millions in silver, all of which has been sus- 
tained ata uniform equality of value with 
gold. Asa result the capitalist class, mechan- 
ics and farmers as well as millionaires, hav- 
ing spare cash on hand are willing to lend 
their money ut about half the rates of inter- 
est which prevailed in 1873, when borrowers 
paid 10 per cent in Chicago and 12 per cent 
further West; and 7 to 8 per cent in Massa- 
chusetts and New York. Thousands of lend- 
ers have been voluntarily offering to renew 
loans ata lower rate of interest than the 
one on which the loan was contracted. 
But with silver money constantly de- 
preciating the reverse would be the 
case. The seller of goods and manufact- 
ures would insist on higher prices to 
make amends for the depreciation in the value 
of the free silver money during the period of 
the credit. The lender would add on higher 
interest for a like reason, and in cases where 
the interest is limited by law would have the 
difference put on the face of the notes, the bor- 
rower being obliged to repay say $1,000 
when he only received $900 if there was a 
prospect of a 10 per cent depreciation in the 
value of the noney during the life of the loan. 

All this wou'd tend to embarrass business, 
to hamper it, toinjure trade and enterprise, 
instead of helping them; the result being a 
terrible depression uf business instead of the 
prosperity which the misguided free silver 
extremists fondly imagine would have been 
experienced by catering to their dishonaest 
aspirations. ‘They ought.to go to a better one 
than Coin’s school and learn the lesson that 
sound money and a stable currency best con- 
duce to business activity and the prosperity 
of the whole people. 


INVESTIGATING CHICAGO ASSESSORS. 

The House has refused to adopt a resolu- 
tion for the investigation of the inequalities 
in the valuations made by the Chicago As- 
sessors, and the frauds alleged to have been 
committed by them. It is justas well that 
the resolution wae dealt with thus, for itis not 
clear at this stage of the geme what good 
an investigating committee could accomplish. 

When the session began, over three months 
ago, the Legislature was asked to appoint a 
committee to examine into. the misdeeds of 
the Council and the charges that blackmail- 
ing was being carried on by the police force, 
and that it had been used for political parti- 
san purposes. The General Assembly de- 
clined to comply with this request, though it 
could have spared some of its members for 
that purpose without being inconvenienced 
thereby. A committee going to work in Jan- 
uary could have unearthed much corruption, 
and might have framed some useful laws to 
prevent the repetition of certain offenses. 
But the General Assembly did not see fit to 
doso, it left the people of Chicago. free to 
work out their own salvation, and they pro- 
ceeded to do so by turning Hopkins out and 
putting Swiftin and also by adopting the 
civil service reform law the Legislature 
passed for their benefit. 

{fa committee were appointed during the 
last weeks of the session when every mem- 
ber should be in his seat, to examine into the 
methods of assessing property in this city, it 
would find out nothing that is not known al- 
ready. The subject is arather complicated 
and extensive one and if the committee 
sought to go into it exhaustively the Legisla- 
ture would have adjourned long before it was 
readfito make even a preliminary report on 
the subject and tn recommend legislation to 
cure the evils it found. 

There isa good deal of truth in what has 
been said by some of the opponents of the 
resolution to the effect that “if the assess- 
ments in Cook County were too low, or 
fraudulently made, the people could remedy 
them or punish the offenders by appealing to 
the grand jury or exercising more care in the 
selection of Assessors.”” Those officers are 
elected annually and if their doings displease 

‘the people the voters can refuse to reélect 
them for another year. 

There is considerable which the Legislature 
can do, however, and ought to do. It can 
amend the revenue law so as to give the Chi- 
cago Assessors more time in which to do their 
work and not insist that they must value tens 
of millions of dollars’ worth of property in 
as Inany weeks as a country Assessor needs to 
value a hundred thousand dollars’ worth. The 
Legislature can also provide better machinery 
for the revision and correction of the assess- 
ments after they have been made, so that 
both overvaluations and undervaluations may 
be corrected and an equitable assessment se- 
cured. No committee is needed to find out 
that legislation of that kind is required. 


REFORMING THE POLICE COURTS, 

The resolution concerning police Justices 
submitted by Ald. Madden and adopted by 
the Council at its last meeting is a timely one, 
It calls on the Mayor, Controller, and Finance 
committee to prepare an ordinance providing 
that the collection and absorption by Police 
Justices of fees for the approval of bail bonds 
or for other services rendered by them while 
working for the city shall be turned over to 
it. The police make a raid and arrest a num- 
ber of gamblers or disreputable women. The 
professional bailer rushes to the station. The 
Justice hurries there after him. For making 
out each bail bond he charges and collects a 
dollar. A night’s work may bring him in a 
hundred dollars. The charge has been made 
that such raids are organized sometimes for 
the joint benefit of Justices and professional 
bailers. 

These fees, which the Justices have been 
pocketing, should go to the city, whether the 
amount is large or small. Those officers 
should be paid decently for their services, 
and that should satisfy them. And in return 
for that pay they should work faithfully and 
steadily for the city and for nobody else. 

At present the police courts are generally 
open during the forenoons only. After the 
Justice has rushed through his docket as 
hastily as he can he goes over to his other of- 
fice and attends to whatever civil business his 
constables may have drummed up for him. 
It is proposed that hereafter there shall be 
continuous sessions at the principal stations. 
That will bea saving of money, for then as 
many courts, with their officers, will not be 
needed. ‘That change will be in the interest 
of justice as well as of economy. A man who 
has been arrested in the afternoon for some 


| should not be locked up over night if he can 


be given an immediate hearing. The quality 
of justice dealt out at the police courts has 
been very bad often, chiefly because the Jus- 
tices were in a burry to get through. If, as is, 
contemplated, they are obliged to give up 
civil business entirely then they will look 
more carefully into the cases brought before 
them. It may be that then grand juries will 
not be reporting monthly that of the persons 
bound over by the Justices half ut least should 
have beer discharged by the latter and pot 
obliged to lie in jail for weeks or go to the 
expense and trouble of giving bail. 

Both the Governor and the Senate will act 
on the list of Justice of the Peace nomina- 
tions. Then Mayor Swift will have some new 
timber to select from. This ordinanceshould 
be prepared and passed speedily. Then when 
the time comes the Mayor can designate as 
police magistrates good men who will dis- 
charge their duties under the prdinance, There 
will be numbers of them who will be glad to 
accept its provisions.

THE DEBATE ON THE DRAINAGE BILL. 

Wednesday Senutor Niehaus offered an 
amendment to the drainage bill which, bad it 
been adopted, would require the Drainage 
Trustees to provide their: channel with 300,- 
000 cubic feet-of water per minute supplied 
from Lake Michigan through a single vhan- 
nel, That would make it necessary either to 
enlarg2 the South Branch so that it alone 
could furnish that quantity of water per min- 
ute or to abandon the use of the Séuth Branch 
for that purpose altogether and to make an in- 
dependent ship canal from the lake to the 
drainage channel through Hyde Park and 
Lake witha capacity of 800,000 cubic feet 
per minute. 

How much it would cost to widen the South 
Branch so as to enable it to supply that much 
water without interfering with navigation no 
one can.tell accurately, for there have been 
no close estimates, but it would take very 
many millidns of dollars, The cost of the 
ship canal across Hyde Park and Lake or the 
southern part of the South Division would be 
anywhere from 30 to 50 millions of dollars. 
The cost in either case is prohibitory. it is 
the intention of the trustees io furnish most 


| of the water through the South Branch and 


the remainder through a small, comparative- 
ly inexpensive conduit. , 

The deviltry of this amendment was so ap- 
parent that when the Senate met yesterday 
morning Senator Niehaus withdrew it, for 
what is it to the valley people if 250,000 feet 
of water are supplied to the drainage channel 
through the South Branch and 50,000 in 
some other way? The drainage channel will 
be just as navigable as if all the water came 
through the South Branch. So long as the 
channel can be reached from the-lake by such 
vessels as those which navigate the South 
Branch now it is none of their business just 
how the channelis fed with water. . 

But after having withdrawn this offensive 
amendment the Senator from Peoria intro- 
duced another which had the same object in 
view. That was criticised so efféctively by 
Chicago Senators that he withdrew it also. 
Then Senator Leeper came to the front with 
a long and involved amendment providing, 
among other things, for the construction 
by the drainage district of a ship canal from 
Lockport to Joliet. 
postpone the discussion till Tuesday in order 
that the amendment might be printed and the 
members have an opportunity to study it. 
Thus the fight goes ovor till next week. 

This may have been the wisest plan to pur- 
sue, but that is doubtful, for 1t was what the 
valley people wanted. They are in no hurry. 
They are willing to let matters drift till the 
session is near its close, hoping that Chicago- 
ans will ge+so nervous and anxious then that 
they will yield to some of the demands of 
their opponents. It might have been better 
to force the fighting and have a show of hands 
so it could be told how the Senate is divided. 

These valley people have shown Clearly 
erough what they are after. They mean to 
force this city into the ship canal business if 
they can and make it spend from ten to fifty 
millions extra, The best course is to meet 
their amendments as they.come up and vote 
them down unhesitatingly. Not one of them 
will be sufe. The valley people can ask for 
nothing rightly which is not already given 
them by the law. 


THERE WAS NO “ FREE COINAGE,” 
The statement is made that ‘‘ while the old 


‘law wasin existehce, 1792 to 1873, the mints 


were open to the free and unlimited coinage 
of both metals.’’ This claim is repeated daily 
and in face of the indisputable fact that on 
May 1, 1805, President Jefferson issued 
through James Madison, Secretary of State, 
an order to Robert Patterson, Director of the 
Mint, to cease the coinage of silver dollars. 

The order was “ that all the silver to- be 
coined at the mint shali be of small denomi- 
nations, so that the value of’ the largest piece 
shali not exceed a half dollar.’””’ Though 
there was no law for this order it was obeyed, 
and not another silver dollar was coined at the 
mints till 1836, when 1,000 were issued. The 
next two years were a perfect blank as far as 
the issue of silver dollars was concerned, and 
only 300 were struck off in 1839, while the 
aggregate for the next nineteen years, down 
to the close of 1858, was the beggarly arnount 
of 1,888,228 in silver dollars. Most decid- 
edly the mints were not open to the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver during any mo- 
ment of the thirty-two years succeeding the 
issuance of that order by President Jefferson. 
And it is important to remember in this con- 
nection that Thomas Jefferson, he who was 
President in 1805, now is being cited as the 
man who defined what the money unit of the 
United States should be—silver. It is very 
unfortunate for the free silver monometallists 
that the man who isa claimed by them as hav- 
ing fixed the value of the currency unit in 
silver for all time should have discovered the 
impracticabvility of the said silver unit after 
less than a dozen years of experimenta- 
tion with it, the first United States silver dol- 
lar having been coined in 1794. Evidently 
no one had availed himself of the privilege to 
have silver coined for him at any time during 
a long while previous to the issuance of that 
order, and the mint records show that nobody 
had silver dollars coined for him at any time 
in the next thirty years following the date of 
the Jefferson order to “‘demonetize silver.” 
The total coinage of silver dollars in the 
eighty-one years preceding the commission of 
the alleged “‘ terrible crime’’ was only $8,- 
031,288, and all of these had been exported 
or melted down when the “terrible crime” 
was committed of ceasing to recognize a coin 
the people had shown they did not want in 
circulation. It should be about time to stop 
the parrot-like prating of the silver extrem- 
ists to the effect that the mints were open to 
the free and unlimited coinage of silver from 
1792 to 1873.

Weckier, with Capt. Rosel Downer, the diver, 
four newspaper reporters, and three deck- 
hands aboard, steamed out from here at 4:30 
Pp. m., stopping at St. Joseph half an hour, 
after which the Payne headed for South 
Haven to take bearings for the Chicora search.

REFUSES MILLIONS FOR HIS INVENTION. 


Cruel Hoax Played Upon an Aged Pekin, 
Til., Inventor. 

Ten millions dollars was offered to A. 
Taylor of Pekin, Ill., last night for the patent 
right of his **Kansas grasshopper raiiway 
movement.’”’ Mr. Taylor declined to: sell his 
invention at any price and refused to consider 
any offer except for its operation on a roy- 


alty. 

The tender of $10,000,000 was made at 
the Stamford Hotel, No. 1254 Michigan 
avenue, by aman who was introduced as J. 
D. Rockefeller of Cleveland, He was regis- 
tered under that name_ all _ right, 
but people about the hotel said he 
bore a wonderful resemblance to a 
conductor on the Michigan Central 
railway, who is noted as a player of practical 
jokes. While the conference was in progress 
a telegram. purporting to be signed by 
Chauncey M. Depew, was received, askin 
that negotiations be deferred until 10 o’cloc 
today, when Mr. Depew would be here, In 
his delight at dealing with two men like 
Rockefeller and Depew, the inventor did not 
notice that. the telegram was written ona 
‘sending ’’ instead ofa ‘ receiving’’ blank. 

Mr. Taylor’s invention is an ingenious bit 
of mechanism, the _—— of which is to 
propel cars of ali kinds without laying tracks. 
It will travei up and down hill or across lots 
as the man at the throttle wills. The mechan- 
ism consists of an endless loop arrangement 
with a broad, flat surface. Inside of 
this loop and bearing on its lower 
part, the same as on ordinary 
rails, are the wheels on the axies of which, 
projecting beyond the sides of the flat bearing 
surface, the weight of the carcomes. This: 
part of .the machinery seems practical. It is 
in the nature of the motive power and the 
manner ot ita application that the unusal 
character of the invention is shown. In the 
working model exhibited by Mr. Taylor last 
night clockwork was used. He wound the 
machine up and it ran about the flour in 
— shape. In actual use, however, Mr. 

aylor would introduce a feature in the shape 
of what he calls a ‘‘ wind propeller.’’ This is 
a circular device with rotary flanges in an air- 
tight chamber. Air 1s forced in through a 
rubber tube and causes the interior flanges to 
revolve and the motion,is communicated to 
the axle of the car. Suggestions from one of 
the spectators of last night’s test that the 
passengers might furnish the wind by biow- 
ing into funnel-shaped contrivances placed 
opposite each seat were favorably received 
by the inventor.

Spain Found It a Poor Policy During the 
Last Insurrection, 

New. York, April 25.—Sefior de Lome, 
Spanish Minister to the United States, who 
has just atrived from Cuba, said today: 

‘* Statements have been made that the 
money Gen. Campos brought with him wes 
for the purpose of buying off the leaders of 
the revolution. It-is well known this policy 
was pursued during the last insurrection in 
Cuba, but the government has no intention of 
repeating the mistake in the present instance. 
.The revolution is to be stamped out by force 
of arms. Estimates by conservative men, 
who have been among the revolutionary 
forces, place the numberof them at about 
3,006, not more than one-half of whom are 
armed and equipped. We estimate their num- 
ber at about 4,000 with the same armed pro- 
portion.” 

Havana, April 25.—A band of 100 insur- 
gents under the command of Ramierz Lozano 
attacked the Town of Dos Caminos, twelve 
miles north of Santiago de Cuba, but were 
repulsed by twenty-two Spanish soldiers. The 
rebels ieft on the field four killed and ten 
wounded.
